Let  it  fuftice  O  God,  that  thou  haft  thus  far 
rebuked  us  in  thine  anger,  but  confumc  us  not 
utterly,  for  we  are  all  thy  people. 

Say  to  the  deftroying  fword,  It  is  enough, 
and  let  it  be  no  longer  drunke  with  the  blood 
of  thine  Inheritance.

expreffed.  Look  upon  thy  Mefes  who  ftand- 
eth  in  the  gap,  befeeching  thee  to  turne  thine 
anger  from  thy  people.  Remember  what  he 
hath  fuffer'd,  and  the  heavy  things  that  thou 
haft  fhewne  him,  and  in  the  day  when  thou 
makeft  inquifition  for  Blood,  forget  not  his 
defires  of*  Peace,  the  endeavours  which  he 
hath  ufed ,  and  the  prayers  which  he  hath 
made  to  thee  for  it.  Return?  all  this  O  Lord 
with  comfort  into  his  Bofome.  And  fince 
thou  haft  already  wrought  fo  much  for  him, 
as  to  bring  thefe  unhappy  entangled  differen- 
ces to  a  Treaty  •  take  not  off  thy  hands  till 
thou  haft  untied  every  knot,  and  clcered  every 
difficulty. 

Send  thy  fpirit  into  their  hearts  who  are  in- 
trufted  with  this  great  worke,give  them  bow- 
els of  compaflion,  towards  their  bleeding  and 
expiring  Country ;  ftrike  a  fenfe  into  them 
of  the  blood  already  fhed,  and  the  Dcfolati- 
on  to  come  if  they  prevent  it  nor.  But  above 
all  let  thy  fear  run  through  all  their  Confuta- 
tions, that  remtmbring  the  fad  account.which 
in  the  laft  great  Day  will  be  required  of  them, 
they  may  lay  afide  every  fin  and  every  Inte- 
reft,  that  may  divert  them  from  the  wayes  of 

Peace, 
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Peace,  and  by  the  guidance  of  thy  Wifdome 
(for  in  this  all  humane  wifdom  fails)  find  out 
thofe  bleffed  expedients,  which  may  rcftore

OMoft  juft,and  powerfull  Lord  God, 
to  whom  vengeance  belongcch,  we 
cannot  but  acknowledge  that  the  ma- 
nifold miferies  that  have  befalne  us  are  the  due 
reward  of  our  deeds,  and  that  we  have  defer- 
ved  that  the  things  which  belong  to  our 
Peace,  fhould  be  ftill  hid  from  our  eyes.  For 
when  of  thine  owne  free  Mercy  thou  were 
pleafcd  to  grant  us  a  long  time  of  Plenty,  and 
Profperity,  more  then  thou  gaveft  to  any  ot 
the  Nations  that  are  about  us,  we  became 
weary  of  our  happineffe,  and  by  our  ingrati- 
tude pull'd  upon  us  thofe  judgements,  which

now  threaten  defolation  to  this  late  floun- 
fhing  Kingdome.  And  fince  the  time  of  our 
Affliction,  thou  haft  given  us  fpace  to  repent, 
and  we  repented  not  Iniquity  hath  ftill  more 
and  more  abounded.  As  heretofore  thy  mer- 
cies did  not  allure  us,  fo  now  thy  judgements? 
have  not  humbled  us  to  a  ferious  confiderati- 
*  on  of  our  mifdefervings  :  So  that  now  O 
Lord,  we  find  our  felves  intangled,  and  wea- 
ried by  our  owne  Councels.  The  troubles  of 
our  heart  are  inlarged ;  Our  iniquities,  and 
the  puniftiments  which  attend  upon  them,  are 
a  burthen  too  heavy  for  us  to  bear.  And 
therefore  in  the  anguiih  and  the  bitternefle  of 
our  fouls,  we  returne  unto  thee,  humbly  be- 
(ecchingthee  (in  whom  alone  is  our  help)  to 
have  refpeft  unto  the  prayers  of  thy  Servants. 
O  fhut  not  up  thy  loving  kindncflfe  in  dif* 
pleafurc :  Let  not  thine  anger  burnc  againft 
the  fheep  of  thy  pafture,  but  bind  up  the  brea- 
ches of  this  people :  Let  the  fighing  of  the 
Prifoners  come  before  thee.  Behold  the  tears 
of  the  diftreffed  Orphans,  and  Widowcs,  and 
of  all  fuch  as  are  oppreffed,  and  have  no  com- 
forter. How  long,  O  Lord,  Holy,  and  True^ 
doft  thou  forbear  to  command  deliverances  t* 
Remember  thy  tender  mercies  which  have 
been  ever  of  old,and  fave  us  as  thou  haft  done 
heretofore.  Remember  thy  promife  of  deli- 
verance to  thofe  who  call  upon  thee  in  the  day 


of  their  trouble.  And  when  the  blood  that 
hath  been  (hed  ihall  call  aloud  for  Vengeance, 
O  then  hearken  unto  ihe  voice  of  thy  Sons 
bloud  which  ipeakes  better  things ;  Behold 
the  Lambeof  God  who  was  wounded  for  our 
tranfgreflions  and  bruifed  for  our  iniquities. 

And  for  his  fake  we  befcech  thee,  regard  the 
fincerity,  and  long  fufferings  of  thine  Anoint- 
ed Bind  His  foul  faft  in  the  bundle  of  Life  • 
let  mercy  and  truth  preferve  Him,  and  kt  His 
Throne  be  eftabliihed  for  ever  before  thee. 
Melt,  and  molifie  at  this  time  the  hearts  of  all 
men  to  the  entertainment  of  compaflion,  and 
love  ,  and  guide  our  feet  into  the  way  of 
Peace.
